I have not, of course, 
attempted to discuss m atters of 
pol­ 
icy, but have confined my discussion 
to the bare legal 
features 
of 
the 
controversy. 
Should the court 
de­ 
sire any further information concern­ 
ing the legal m atters involved, I shall 
be only too glad to supply them with 
such information, as it is my under­ 
standing that the Commission desires 
all persons interested in the present 
controversy to possess the same

formation which the Commission will 
have when it finally passes upon this 
matter.—LUE C. LOZIER, Atty.
